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DR. LINCOLN WIRT 
THRILLS AUDIENCE 



Presents Powerful Lecture, "In the 
Wake of the War/' in 
Wood-Mar Hall. 



With an unusually interesting 
and thrilling lecture, "In the 
Wake of the War," Dr. Lincoln 
Wirt opened t he lyceum course 
Friday evening, October 26. Dr. 
Wirt is thoroughly conversant 
with his, subject as he has re- 
cently returned from the war 
zone where he has studied the 
situation, not as an expert to 
formulate statistics, but as an 
ordinary man that he might pre- 
sent to the people of America 
conditions as he saw them. 

In describing his trip Dr. Wirt 
emphasized the great contrast in 
the atmosphere of the people of 
Air,t;'ka ar.i! of Europe. Tfcs 
people of Europe are not laugh- 
ing or singing songs. They look 
haggard, sad and worn, while 
the number of women in mourn- 
ing and number of men that are 
crippled add to the general air of 
depression. "The scars made on 
the landscape will disappear in 
time, but the scars in the hearts 
of the people will not be healed 
in a hundred years. The price of 
war is too vast for comprehen- 
sion." 

Dr. Wirt very vividly de- 
scribed the schrapnel shell, the 
"Jack Johnson," two of the 
most destructive shells used, and 
the terrible, inhuman, electrified 
barbed wire entanglements, "in- 
vented in hell but manufactured 
in Pennsylvania." 

He declares that although the 
war is all for nothing, that no- 
thing is being gained by either 
side, and that the war will end 
in a draw, the advancement of 
democracy will be one great re- 
sult 

The desolation of European 
countries, the awful price that 
must be paid, not only by the 
present but by future genera- 
tions, should make every true 
American count the cost of war 
before upholding a military pro- 
gram. 

Dr. Wirt gave three reasons 
why he was convinced of the im- 
possibility of a foreign invasion.

CHAPEL JOTTINGS 



In the first faculty chapel talk 
of the year, Prof. Lewis gave an 
explanation and a modern appli- 
cation of the teachings found in 
Ecclesiastes. ' 'Today, ' ' said Mr. 
Lewis, "just as in the days in 
which the Preacher wrote, we 
are in grave danger of being 
misled by the glamour of the 
seemingly desirable. Too great 
stress is laid upon external beau- 
ties, overlooking the fact that 



beauty lies within each individu- 
al. Those who have accom- 
plished most for humanity have 
received small recognition from 
the world; and he who comes 
forward today to help solve the 
problems of the age will find his 
reward only in his work." 

Tuesday, October 17, Rex 
Wheeler, a Yale man who has 
been working in China for the 
past year, addressed the student 
body and faculty, telling of the 
great opportunities and needs in 
the Asiatic countries and especi- 
ally in China. Young men and 
women of many occupations and 
professions are wanted— doctors, 
teachers, stenographers, nurses 
—no college student can feel 
that he has nc talent that can be 
used by the Master in this great 
work. 

Prof. Mills spoke October 20 
on the need of college people 
coming to themselves. The war 
has accomplished much in that 
it has made men think. Men 
are thinking now not alone in 
terms of nations but also in re- 
gard to their relation to life. 
"It is time," said Mr. Mills, 
"that the student comes to his 
senses. College is the place to 
find oneself and the sooner the 
man or woman realizes his short- 
comings and capabilities, the 
sooner will he be able to use his 
resources and accomplish his 
share of the world's work." 

Mrs. Hodgin talked Tuesday 
morning, October 24, on the uses 
of the library— books and rooms 
—that will result in the highest 
degree of efficiency. The rule of 
personal conduct and for the 
care of books and magazines is 
none other than the Golden Rule. 
Mrs. Hodgin urged that each 
student develop the magazine 
habit— select some certain week- 
ly magazine and through it keep 
alive to the topics of the day. 

Thursday, October 26, Prof. 
Perisho spoke on the subject of 
"Courtesy." Courtesy is found- 
ed upon kindness, and must be 
something more than a veneer of 
etiquette; in fact, it is always le- 
gitimate to ignore a social usage 
that would put one of less ad- 
vantages in a poor light. Any- 
thing that is not kind is impolite. 
Very common are the unkind 
habits of carrying on conversa- 
tion at concerts and other enter- 
tainments and of perpetrating 
jokes that hurt because aimed at 
a weakness that the hearer has 
tried to overcome, or a peculiar- 
ity of which he is acutely and 
painfully conscious. These hab- 
its should be especially guarded 
against by every young roan and 
woman, remembering that "no- 
thing is polite that isn't kind." 

Mrs. Frozelle, chairman of the 
good literature committee of the 



Parent-Teacher council of Port- 
land, addressed the chapel audi- 
ence Friday, October 27. In a 
clear, forceful manner the speak- 
er called the attention of the 
young people of Pacific to the in- 
fluence that reading exerts in 
their lives. ' 'We cannot afford, ' ' 
said Mrs Frazelle, "to ruin our 
minds with cheap fiction, and not 
only may mental development be 
arrested but our moral and spir- 
itual natures may be seriously 
harmed Admitting as an inti- 
mate a disreputable person, al- 
though it be through the pages 
of a magazine, cannot fail to be- 
smirch our character. We can- 
not feed our minds today upon 
'trash' and be intellectually keen 
tomorrow. 'We are the pro- 
duct of our yesterdays.' "
